strike zone at McKees Rocks. It is 
estimated that over 500 shots were 
fired early today by strikers and sym- 
pathizers, who had gathered on Odovan 
bridge, near the car works. 


During the firing troopers and oth- 


er ,police remained inside the mill, 
orders having been issued to take no 
notion unless the strikers attempted to 
enter "the plant. The 
constabulary 


was out on the streets this forenoon, 
however, compelling strikers to ke8p 
moving. The troopers took possession 
of Odovan bridge and the efforts of 
the strikers'to congregate'at any one 
point were met with galloping: .horses 
and riot sticks. 


Strike leaders today explained the 


shooting 'and disorder. 
They are of 


the opinion that the workmen are be- 
ing held in the mills against their 
wishes. The shooting, they say, was 
for'the purpose of bringing the con- 
stabulary from the plant to the bridge 
and thus give the new men an oppor- 
tunity to escrrpe from'the'works. 


Fire on Steamboat. 


Shortly after noon alleged strike 


sympathizers opened, fire ' upon the 
steamer P, M. Pheil, which was bring- 
ing fifty imported men across the Ohio 
river to the mill. 
Several 
thousand 


strikers were lined., along the river 
bank and each volley was discharged 
at the command of an unknown for- 
eign woman, who carried a baby. 


Over one hundred shots were direct- 


ed at the. steamer. 
No one was -in- 


jured, although many of the bullets 
struck the boat. 


By the time the steamer reached the 


shore near.the-plant-a' sq-uad of-state 
constabulary, mounted, had ridden into 
the crowd, scattering men, women and 
children, in 'all directions.

Over fifteen hundred loaves of bread

Prof. Benton Giving Some 


Striking Facts in His 


. Winona Lectures. 


Wlnpna Lake, Aug. 19.—Prof. George 


W.-Benton, principal of the Sliortrldge 
high school, at Indianapolis, la giving 
a series of Interesting lectures on edu-, 
cational subjects at Winona. Yester-i 
day Protessor Benton gave two lec- 
tures.
